Doctor's Wife T^as »,. 
Stricken Last Week 
With Polio 



Mrs. Virginia E. Furey Cooper, 
39, wife of Dr. David A. Cooper, 
of 1328 Medford Rd., Wynnewood, 
died Tuesday in Bryn Mawr Hos- 
pital, five days after she was ad- 
mitted with infantile paralysis. 

Her death was the first of a 
polio victim reported in Lower 
Merion Township this year. 

Funeral services for Mrs. 
Cooper were held Wednesday af- 
ternoon in the Bryn Mawr Pres- 
byterian Church. Interment was 
in Henderson, N. C, Thursday. 

In addition to her husband, 
Mrs. Cooper is survived by three 
daughters. Virginia, 13; Anne, 10; 
and Carol, 18 months; and one 
brother, Rankin Furey. 

Dr. Cooper, an instructor at the 
Univei - sity of Pennsylvania Medi- 
cal School, was former chief of 
the Chest Clinic at Pennsylvania 
Hospital and also former head of 
the Tuberculosis division of the 
Philadelphia Department of 
Health. Considered an authority 
on tuberculosis and diseases of 
the chest, he had written four 
books on the subject. 

Two weeks ago, while vaca- 
tioning in Beach Haven, N. J., 
Suzanne Hamilton, six-year-old 
dauughter of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam B. Hamilton, of 74 E. Prince- 
ton Rd., Cynwyd, was also strick- 
en with polio. Thinking their 
daughter had .influenza, Mr. and 
Mrs. Hamilton brought her home 
to find she had a mild case of 
polio. She' was placed under 
quarantine, released Saturday by 
Lower Merion Township Health 
Officer Robert J. Thomas.

A 29-year-old chef employed

Pollock was thrown to the street 
by the impact of the crash. The 
car then smashed into another 
tree and fell, on its side, into the 
street. It was almost completely 
.demolished. 

Police were called to the scene 
of the accident by William H. 
Epp, of the Elm Garden Apts., 
1301 Montgomery Ave., Penn Val- 
ley, who was aroused by the sound 
of the crash. Pollock's body was 
found lying in the street.

32,000 Telephone Calls Daily

Cynwyd Teleplwne Office Takes 
Care Of 32,000 Calls Each Day 



If you live in Narberth, Bala- 
Cynwyd, or Merion, and have a 
telephone, all your calls are 
handled by the Bell Telephone 
office on Levering Mill Rd., Cyn- 
wyd. An average of 32,000 calls 
are made through the office daily. 

All calls are handled by 94 op- 
erators, more than twice as many 
as 10 years ago. Since the first 
of the year, 43 new operators 
have been hired and trained for 
duty. 

Miss Susan G. Dooley, of 344 E., 
Spring Ave., Ardmore, chief op- 
erator of the office, said that her 
operators handled the bulk of 
the calls between 9 and 11 A. M. 
and 6.30 and 9 P. M. 

"We have facilities for only 40 
operators to work at one time," 
Miss Dooley said, "but more 
equipment is on order. During 
the busy hours, the switchboards 
are always staffed to capacity, 
but sometimes calls come in so 
fast that there may be a delay 
before the operator can respond 
to a signal on her switchboard." 
' Miss Dooley added that more 
girls were needed to staff the of- 
fice. She said that girls had been 
brought from the Western part 
of Pennsylvania for several 
months at a time to fill vacan- 
cies. 



"When the operators don't ans- 
wer as soon as you pick up your 
telephone," Miss Dooley said, "or 
place your call ■ immediately, 
don't think she is not trying her 
best. The delay is caused by sev- 
eral factors over which she has 
no control; for instance, an over 
loaded trunk line, some mechani- 
cal difficult, a wrong number, or 
a busy signal." 

The operators in the Cynwyd 
office also handles direct calls to 
New York, Baltimore, and Wash- 
ington. The building in which 
they work also houses equipment 
and facilities necessary to care 
for the 7,768 telephones in the 
area. 

Carl F. Schweizer, district 
manager of the Company, stated 
that the most acute problem now 
facing the local office is being 
able to handle the record-break- 
ing volume of calls with vir- 
tually the same equipment that 
was in use before the war. New 
equipment, now on order, is not 
yet available. 

•'Until new equipment is re- 
ceived and installed, Schweizer 
said, telephone users served by 
the Cynwyd office can co-operate 
to improve their service by plac- 
ing as many calls as possible dur- 
ing the off-peak hours."

Martin Criticized 
By College Head 

A charge that Governor Edward 
Martin and the State Legislature 
were responsible for the critical

Town Talk 
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wood Ave., Narberth; Mrs. George 
Harold Wilson, of North Rockland 
Ave., Merlon; and Kennard W. 
Gregory, of 2928 Morris Rd., Ard- 
more, the following story evolved. 

* • * 

In 1826, the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania undertook the con- 
struction of a series of canals 
and railroads to connect Pitts- 
burgh and Philadelphia. The 
Philadelphia and Columbia Rail- 
road, a part of the scheme, was 
constructed in 1833-34. It was 
81 miles long and was connect- 
ed with the Allegheny Portage 
Railroad, by the Eastern and 
Juniata Divisions of the Penn- 
sylvania Canal. 

According to the History of 
the Reading, the management 
of the railroads and canals was 
dominated by politics, much to 
the detriment of service. People 
finally became so disgusted with 
conditions that the Common- 
wealth was obliged to sell its 
Interest, and in May, 1857, the 
main line of the Philadelphia 
and Columbia was sold to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany. A small portion of the line 
was sold to the Philadelphia and 
Reading Company — that portion 
which ran for three and a half 
miles •from East of the Belmont 
plateau (or plane, as it was 
designated by the railroad), in- 
cluding the Columbia Ave. 
Bridge across the Schuylkill 
River and extending to the 
corner of Broad and Vine Sts., 
Philadelphia. 

* * * 

The section bought by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad included most of 
what is now known as the Main 
Line — the railroad entered Lower 
Merion Township at Bala and fol- 
lowed for a short distance the 
present-day Norristown branch of 
the Pennsylvania. At Montgomery 
Ave., near ' the present Cynwyd 
station, the line took a turn up 
Bala Ave., meeting Levering Mill 
Rd. at the Bala-Cynwyd Metho- 
dist Church. From there it travel- 
led up Montgomery Ave., going 
above Lower Merion High School, 
and crossing below the present 
freight station at Ardmore, then 
called Athehsville. From there it 
stayed on what is now the Main 
Line of the Pennsylvania almost 
to Haverford at which point it 
crossed to Railroad Ave., Haver- 
ford, and stopped at Whitehall 
Station, where Railroad Ave., 
crosses Haverford Rd. below Bryn 
Mawr Hospital. The Thrift Shop 
at Glenbrook and County Line 
Rds. was the Whitehall Station, 
by the way. The line then followed 
Glenbrook Rd., past the Vauclain 
estate, and came back to the 
Pennsylvania Line as we know it 
today, through Conestoga Mill and 
into Rosemont. It left the Town- 
ship, going West to Columbia 
(which is on the Susquehanna 
River midway between Lancaster 
and York), at a point above Vil- 
lanova College. 

* • * 

In 1850 the State decided to 
by-pass the Belmont Plateau as 
a way out of the city and be- 
gan the construction of a line 
from Ardmore (Athensville) ,, 
through Overbrook and West 
• Philadelphia and eventually to 
11th and Market Sts. over a 
'bridge on Market St. This was 
the beginning of the end of the 
Montgomery and Bala Ave. 
railroad. 

When the State sold the line 
to the Pennsylvania in 1857, 
the Montgomery Ave. section, 
abandoned for several years in 
favor the line through Over- 
brook, was torn up and the 
rails, purchased by Percival and 
Algernon Roberts, removed to 
their mills at Pencoyd. 

One of the "fish plates," re- 
moved when the rails were be- 
ing torn up, in some manner 
found its way to the fireplace 
of the Police Pistol Range. 
How, no one will probably ever 
know. 

After it bought the trackage 
of the old Philadelphia and 
Columbia, the Pennsylvania 
built stations on the Over- 
brook-West Philadelphia line at 
Merion and Narberth. 

A line connecting Cynwyd, 
at the beginning of the aban- 
doned section, with Norristown, 
was built later. Today, there- 
fore, it's no longer possible to 
go by train from Bala or Cyn- 
wyd to Ardmore or Haverford, 
as it used to be before the 
Montgomery Ave. line was torn 

up. 

« • * 

Incidentally, there is a house 
down on Shady Lane, Narberth, 
which was once the Libertyville 
station of the Philadelphia and 
Columbia — I think it belongs to 
the Boardmans, now. . . .

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(Special to Central Press) 

WASHINGTON— The Price De- 
control Board plans no action to 
restore ceilings on tobacco, to- 
bacco products, petroleum pro- 
ducts, poultry and eggs unless the 
OPA demands that controls go 
back on these commodities. 4 

Under the new price control 
law these commodities remain 
free of ceilings unless the board 
rules that they should be re- 
controlled. 

A spokesman for the board 
revealed that the group will act 
only if Price Administrator porter 
asks for restoration of controls. 
In such event the board probably 
will hold public hearings on the 
question and listen to arguments 
in favor of -continued decontrol. 

Porter recently stated that OPA 
would watch the prices of those 
commodiies and if it noted any 
"unreasonable" price rise would 
request the reimposition of ceil- 
ings. 

He said that already there had 
been some slight jump in fuel oil 
prices, but that other petroleum 
prices were remaining stabilized at 
their present levels. 

As for tobacco, tobacco products, 
poultry and eggs, the OPA chief 
reported that to date there had 
been no substantial gain in prices 
that would justify recontrol of 
these commodities. 
» » • 

While Washington worries about 
what the Soviet "master plan" 
may be, nothing in current circu- 
lation is more serenely suggestive 
of peace than the "Soviet Infor- 
mation Bulletin." 

During the war it carried the 
writings of some of the best of 
the Russian authors.

PARENTS' PROBLEMS 



Parents Cautioned Against Repetition 
Of Forbidding; Use Penalty At Once

One reason many young chil- 
dren get scolded and punished so 
much is because the mother usual- 
ly waits till she gets good and 
mad before she tries to make her 
word good. The youngster natur- 
ally goes on ignoring her forbidd- 
ing as long as he can. Sometimes, 
he escapes final punishment by 
stopping when he thinks the 
sound of her voice indicates the 
danger point. 

Why will mothers make such 
fools of themselves? 

To me, it is exasperating to 
hear any mother repeat a forbidd- 
ing which was clearly made. 
What irks me most is that the 
youngster must eventually pay a 
heavy penalty. Besides, it reveals 
a lack of integrity in the mother. 
Learns Disobedience 

What is more, the child learns 
disobedience, and when at last he 
does surrender, he usually does so 
'with great emotional resistance. 
He may be very unhappy and his 
mother may have been vexed be- 
yond description. 

I wish I might persuade the 
young mother rarely to say "No" 
or "Don't," but having said it, 
never to repeat it but to use in- 
stead an effective penalty at once. 
In those instances which will sure- 
ly come up again and again, there 
should be no occasion for her ever 
to repeat a definite forbidding 
that was clearly made even weeks 
earlier. 

Of course, she may discover 
that she had erred in making the 
forbidding. In this case she should 
tell the child she made an error 
and that she is sorry..

The forthcoming celebration of 
Pennsylvania Week by commun- 
ities and business firms through- 
out the State. September 17 to 23, 
gives all of us an opportunity to 
realize the tremendous achieve- 
ments and remarkable advan- 
tages of this old Commonwealth 
in which we have made our 
homes, no spot on earth has been 
the scene of more events that 
have changed the history of the 
modern world than Pennsylvania. 
It was on our soil that free gov- 
ernment was first begun and 
practiced to set an example to all 
the nations, and it was also on 
our soil that the two decisive 
events of American history oc- 
curred — the survival of Washing- 
ton's Army in the bleak winter of 
1777 at Valley Forge, and the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg. 

Pennsylvania was the world's 
pioneer in the coal, petroleum, 
and natural gas industries, in the 
commercial manufacture of alu- 
minum, and in radio broadcast- 
ing. The world's first successful 
steamboat was an invention of a 
Pennsylvania craftsman. Penn- 
sylvania's forests and mines sup- 
plied our infant nation with the 
fuel energy for its first railroads. 

Pennsylvania does not, however, 
depend upon its historic impor- 
tance for its place in the modern 
world. With the largest known 
supply of anthracite and with vast 
bituminous fields, the State has 
always led our naion in its output 
of coal, coke and coke by-pro- 
ducts. It produces nearly one- 
third of all the steel and iron of 
our nation. It leads in cement 
and stone. During the recent 
World War the Commonwealth 
equaled or surpassed the total 
production of Germany in the 
ferrous metals and had an output 
greater than that of any other 
nation or empire in the world. It 
is first in America in fifty types of 
manufacture including many of 
the most important textiles. It is 
one of America's great agricultural 
states with America's second larg- 
est rural population. It has also 
two of the nation's ten largest 
cities and has more small cities 
and towns than any other state. 

Pennsylvanians are modest 
people and are usually content to 
let these facts speak for them- 
selves,, but it can do us no harm 
for a little while to tell ourselves 
and to tell the world how remark- 
abe in so many ways are the 45,- 
000 square miles of the Keystone 
State in which we earn our living 
and take our pleasures. 



Many a child is punished for an 
accident after the mother has al- 
allowed him to go on doing what 
she knew was pretty sure to lead 
to disaster. The tot, three, for ex- 
ample, is playfully pushing a glass 
of water beside his plate at the 
table. Seeing him do so, the 
mother can be pretty certain there 
will be a spill. She lets him con- 
tinue till the glass turns over. 

Then she makes a fuss over the 
accident, or even punishes him. 
She easily could have prevented 
the accident by forbidding him to. 
push the glass the moment she 
sawhim do so. If one quiet re- 
minder did not deter him, she 
should have sent him from the 
table to sit alone for twenty 
minutes. That was the psychol- 
ogical moment. 

Sometimes the accident itself 
proves too severe punishment. 
Two youngsters, five and three 
are wildly chasing each other 
through the house, the one open- 
ing and slamming the doors 
ahead of his pursuer. The mother 
does nothing to stop the rough- 
house. Soon the fingers of the 
pursuing child are severly pinched 
in the door. 

Many a tot will run away to 
dangerous places. Sometimes the 
outcome is tragic. In vain, this 
youngster may have been spanked 
each time he was found and 
caught. The child was punished 
for being caught, not for running 
away; so he supposed. If the 
mother had used the sense she 
was born with, she would have let 
everything else go till the matter 
was settled permanently. 

She would have defined clearly 
to the youngster the boundry be- 
yond which he must not go. Then, 
always, when he was out-of-doors 
she should have been near him, 
so that when he crossed that 
boundary, she would spank or 
paddle him soundly right then 
and there. The psychological 
moment was when he crossed the 
line. 



Sociologist Named 
At Haverford Col. 

Negro Teacher An 
Authority On U. S. 
Race Relations 



Dr. Ira De A. Reid, Negro soc- 
iologist and authority on Amer- 
ican race relations, has been ap- 
pointed professor of sociology at 
Haverford College. 

Dr. Gilbert P. White, president 
of Haverford, in announcing the 
appointment said that Dr. Reid 
will spend three days a week at 
Haverford. He will teach one 
course in sociology and hold in- 
formal discussion groups with 
students and faculty members. 

Dr. Reid is on leave of absence 
as chairman of the Sociology De- 
partment of Atlanta University. 
Earlier this year he was appoint- 
ed a professor in the School of 
Education of New York Univers- 
ity for 1946-47. 

A graduate of Morehouse Col- 
lege in Atlanta, Dr. Reid holds a 
Master of Arts degree from the 
University of Pittsburgh and a 
Doctor of Philosophy Degree from 
Columbia University. He also 
studied at the University of Lon- 
don. 

He is the author of "The Negro 
Immigrant", "In a Minor Key" 
and "The Urban Negro Worker in 
the United States". He is asso- 
ciate executive director of the 
Southern Regional Council and a 
former consultant on the Social 
Security Board. 

Dr. Reid has worked for sev- 
eral years with the American 
Friends Service Committee and 
has served on the faculty of the 
Institutes of International Rela- 
tions sponsored each summer by 
the Service Committee. 

During the past year, Dr. Reid 
lectured at the University of 
Pennsylvania, Skidmore College, 
Pennsylvania State College, and 
Haverford.

Method of Paying Off 
Insurance Compensation 

There has been considerable 
confusion as to the method of 
payment of insurance. The orig- 
inal law provided that the in- 
surance policy would not be paid 
in one lump sum. 

The amendment approved on 
August 1, 1946, however, gives the 
beneficiary the privilege to elect 
within two years the refund life 
income settlement in which event 
an appropriate adjustment will be 
made to take into account the 
payments already drawn by the 
beneficiary. 

It is the duty -of the Veterans' 
administration to notify benefici- 
aries who are eligible for his privi- 
lege by registered mail some time 
before August 1, 1947. 

Those who are eligible should 
study all plans carefully. While 
the lump sum payment may seem 
advisable at the time, future needs 
must be considered. In many cases 
it will be to the beneficiary's 
benefit to receive the monthly 
payments, for from three to 
twenty years. 

This is a matter that should be 
handled by each individual accord- 
ing to his needs. The local Bed 
Cross will be glad to go into the 
various plans. Before determining 
which method of payment to 
accept, it would be well to consult 
the Red Cross as well as banker 
or other party who is well inform- 
ed on the various merits of each 
plan. 
Questions and Answers 

Q. I am a widow. My son was 
killed in action December 2, 1943. 
At that time he was married. Now 
his wife has remarried and I want 
to know if she can receive his 
pension. If she cannot, please let 
me know if I can and just how 
can I get in touch with the right 
person?— Mrs. M. I. K., Baltimore, 
Md. 

A. Your son's wife forfeited her 
widow's pension when she remar- 
ried. But even though she had 
not remarried and was receiving 
the pension, if you are a depen- 
dent parent you are entitled to a 
pension of $54 per month. Suggest 
you contact the Veterans' admin- 
istration office at 1315 St. Paul 
Street, Baltimore and give them 
all the details. 

Q. I have a son in the service. 
He has served over 15 months in 
the army. I have sent in my forms 
and all of the children's birth cer- 
tificates and still haven't received 
any family allowances. Can you 
help me in this?— Mrs. E. C, Lind- 
say, Okla, 

A. Suggest you write your son 
and ask him to see his command- 
ing officer about his allotments. 
Also write to the Office of Depen- 
dency Claims, War Department, 
Newark 2, N. J., giving all details. 

Q. My son has served sis months 
in the Navy reserve and is now 
getting discharged. I have been 
told that according to the new 
draft bill anyone who has had six 
months of service will not be 
drafted in the army. Is this true? 
— Mrs. E. S., New Lenox, 111. 

A. Yes, any person of draft age 
who has served in either branch 
of the armed services for six 
months, or who has seen overseas 
duty, is not eligible for redraft 
under selective service. 

Q. I have been, advised that 
since I was a member of the 
regular army and completed two 
full enlistments (six years) I 
should be entitled to three years 
re-enlistment bonus. I enlisted 
October 2, 1939, and was dis- 
charged November 17, 1945. I 
would appreciate information 
where I should make replication 
for this bonus, if I am entitled to 
it.— P. W. W., Denver, Colo. 

A. The army says that if all the 
period you served was honorable 
service and only if you had re-en- 
listed prior to February 15, 1946, 
you would be entitled to re-enlist- 
ment bonus. 

Q. I am a veteran. I have been 
discharged nine months now. We 
are expecting a child in December. 
Is my wife entitled to get mater- 
nity care from the government as 
it was during the war? — A vet- 
eran, Okauchee, Wis. 

A. No. 

Q. If the government pays a 
veteran so much a month for 
farming, win it be deducted from 
any future bonus he might receive? 
C. W. T., Chatham, Va. 

A. No. 

Q. I have a friend who is aboard 
the USS Doyle (DSM-34) and I 
wouldlike some information about 
where the ship is at the present 
time — B. M. W., Joliet, III. 

A. The navy department says 
that the USS Doyle is at San 
Francisco as of August 15, 1946. 

Q. Has Company H.S. 2807 
Engineers G.S. Battalion, APO 
246 arrived in the United States. 
Can' you tell me when it will 
arrive? — K. J. B., Rocky Mount, 
If. C. 

A. The Navy says that the 
2807th Engineers are at Guam 
and there is no word on when 
they will arrive.

A total of 53,611 veterans are 
receiving disability compensation 
in the Philadelphia area, repre- 
senting an Increase of approxim- 
ately 1,000 during August, the 
Veterans Administration revealed 
this week. 

According to the monthly re- 
port of VA activities in the eight 
counties of Southeast Pennsyl- 
vania released by the VA Phila- 
delphia Regional Office, 5,397 dis- 
abled veterans and 51,015 non- 
disabled veterans were receiving 
education or on-the-job training 
at the end of the month under 
Public Laws 16 and 346.

Most golfers manage, at one 
time or another, to wind up in 
trouble, be it woods, sand traps, 
creek banks or 
any of the other 
woes which be- 
set both amateur 
and pro — even 
the top-notchers. 
Winds also can 
play havoc with 
many wood and 
Iron shots and 
the golfer who 
aspires to tour- 
nament play or 
consistently low 
scores on all 
kinds of courses 
might do well to 
practice against 
the briskest of 
breezes. 

seashore courses 
and many of the Western links 
are "air conditioned" — by that I 
mean high winds often sweep 
across the fairways and rough 
golfers not familiar with how to 
overcome or offset them. 

With the wind blowing from 
left to right, I recommend a con- 
trolled hook. For this, I use a 
hook grip, with the left hand 
more on top of the shaft. Close 
the club face <slighly and keep it 
that way throughout the swing. I 
pivot more, swing slower and flat- 
ter and try to- keep my left hand 
flexible for a controlled hook. 

When the wind is sweeping in 
from the right, it's best to use 
a weaker left hand. The V of 
the right thumb and forefinger 
points toward the left shoulder. 
Open the elubf ace and keep it 
that way throughout the twin*

Close lies, when the ball is 
barely peeking up at. you from 
high rough or overgrown clover, 
cause trouble for many average 
golfers. Try to hit down on the 
ball when confronted with that 
kind of shot. Swing as though 
you're actually attempting to 
knock the ball deeper Into the 
hole. 

It's extremely hard to get the 
ball up on downhill lies. Here 
I usually play for a sice, using 
an open stance and cutting a 
bit across the ball. Be sure not 
to raise on this shot. I keep 
my hands higher than usual, 
stand closer and make both the 
grip and swing shorter. 
On sidehill lies, when above the 
ball, the tendency is to slice. To 
avoid this, bend your knees, keep- 
ing the weight well back on the 
heels. Close the clubface and keep 
the toe of the club down to the 
ball. Use a "soft" left hand. 

If it's necessary to slice around 
trees to reach an obstacle only 
100 yards away, I use the longest 
iron I have. It's easier to slice 
with a straighter face club. But 
if I had to hook from the same 
distance, I'd use the most lofted 
club with which I could reach the 
green. Follow the same pattern 
for shots of all distances. 

Remember never to overclub 
out of the rough. Here you want 
distance: uhderclubbing and 
getting the ball into the air 
quickly is the only way. And 
by getting the ball up you elim- 
inate the chance of driving it 
deeper into the grass, It's bet- 
ter to sacrifice a few yards 
here than to add on unneces- 
sary strokes.

Dear Sir: 

In :vlew of the switching of all 
Main Una League final playoff games 
to Narberth, may I as a rooter for 
Drexel Hill have my aay In the 
matter. _ 

Joe Irvin, manager of the Drexel 
Hill team, speaks of the benefits and 
comfort for both spectators and 
players. 

Does he take Into account the peo- 
ple who supported his team all year, 
whose only means of transportation 
was walking or a simple bus ride? 
Will he provide the means for these 
people to get to the Narberth Play- 
ing field and also the seating ar- 
rangements whereby they all sit to- 
gether, as they have for the entire 
playing season at Drexel HU1? 

Was the transferring of all games 
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to Narberth the act of a true sports- 
man or the action of a group of 
mercenary little men to extract every 
nickel possible no matter what the 
fans of Drexel Hill might wish? 

The constitution of the Main Line 
League In Its first article states as 
Its purpose: "To promote and pro- 
vide clean, healthful outdoor recrea- 
tion for the communities In this 
district." 

The outdoor recreation of what 
community Is the Drexel HU1 man- 
ager promoting In the action he has 
taken? I have nothing against Nar- 
berth, In fact I think it a swell place 
to live, but why should anything 
beneficial belonging \to Drexel H1U 
and surrounding communities be 
taken away for the sake of a few 
paltry additional dollars? 

In Article vm of the league con-
